SPECIAL GA-GENERAL DEBATE 

POLICY STATEMENTS ON PROBLEMS OF RAW MATERIALS AND DEVELOPMENT 
WERE MADE IN GA APRIL 17 BY MINISTERS FROM DEMOCRATIC YEMEN, 

DENMARK, LEBANON, ITALY, SWEDEN, BAHRAIN, TOGO, QATAR 
AND SRI LANKA, AND UN REPS OF SPAIN AND ISRAEL. SPEAKERS 
LISTED FOR APRIL 18 ARE: JORDAN, TANZANIA, MALL THAILAND. 

EQUATORIAL GUINEA, BURUNDI, NORWAY, SENEGAL, SUDAN, 

CONGO, PHILIPPINES AND EL SALVADOR. 

SPAIN— DEALING MAINLY IN GENERALITIES, SPANISH PERM REP 
DE PINIES URGED THAT "NECESSARY" REFORM OF INTERNATIONAL 
ECONOMIC SYSTEM SHOULD TAKE CAREFUL ACCOUNT OF INTERNATIONAL 
POLITICAL REALITIES, PARTICULARLY FACT OF INTERDEPENDENCE, 

AND SHOULD IN "COMPENSATING FOR PAST ERRORS" AVOID NEW 
MISTAKES WHICH COULD SERIOUSLY INJURE WORLD COMMUNITY. 

HE SAID UN SHOULD GIVE PRIORITY ATTENTION TO GRAVE 
SITUATION WHICH "LEAST ADVANCED COUNTRIES FACE AS RESULT 
OF CURRENT CRISIS". HE RECOMMENDED RAPID IDENTIFICATION OF 
THESE COUNTRIES, CALCULATION OF LOSSES SUFFERED BY THEM 
AND ESTABLISHMENT BY INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY OF SPECIAL AID 
PROGRAM FOR THEM EITHER THROUGH INTERNATIONAL FINANCIAL 
INSTITUTIONS OR SPECIAL FUND. HE ALSO CALLED FOR ABANDONMENT 
OF SINGLE LDC CATEGORY AND MORE ACCURATE CLASSIFICATION 
OF COUNTRIES ACCORDING TO THEIR VARIOUS STAGES OF 
DEVELOPMENT. HE NOTED SOME NATIONS COULD BE BOTH AID DONORS 
AND RECEIPIENTS. HE RECOMMENDED STABLE AND EQUITABLE PRICE 
SYSTEM FOR RAW MATERIALS AND OTHER BASIC PRODUCTS AND SUGGESTED 
NEGOTIATION OF INTERNATIONAL COMMODITY AGREEMENTS. 

HE ALSO CALLED FOR EXPANDED AID PROGRAMS FROM INDUSTRIALIZED 
NATIONS, TRANSFER OF TECHNOLOGY, "WELL STUDIED" REFORM 
OF INTERNATIONAL MONETARY SYSTEM TO CONTROL INFLATION AND 
CREATION OF STUDY COMITE TO "SYNTHESIZE" ALL STUDIES MADE 
SO FAR ON DEVELOPMENT PROBLEM. HE CALLED ON ECOSOC 
AT ITS SUMMER SESSION TO GIVE TOP PRIORITY TO ANY PLAN 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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OF ACTION APPROVED BY SPECIAL SESSION. (REPEATED INFO 
MADRID) 

PEOPLE S DEMOCRATIC REPUBLIC OF YEMEN (PDRY)— FONMIN 
MOHAMMED SALEH MOTEE'A, IN RELATIVELY STRAIGHT-FORWARD 
STATEMENT, RECOMMENDED THAT SPECIAL SESSION FOCUS ON THOSE 
DEVELOPING COUNTRIES HARDEST HIT BY RISING FOOD AND OIL 
PRICES. HE SUGGESTED THAT NEW PRINCIPLES OF INTERNATIONAL 
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ECONOMIC RELATIONS BE DEVISED WHICH WOULD INCLUDE EMPHASIZING 
RIGHT TO CONTROL OVER ITS NATURAL RESOURCES, INCLUDING 
RIGHT OF NATIONALIZATION. HE SUGGESTED ESTABLISHMENT OF 
COMMON FRONT BY DEVELOPING COUNTRIES TO ACCELERATE ECONOMIC/ 
SOCIAL DEVELOPMENT. MOTEE'A STRESSED DUTY OF INTERNATIONAL 
COMMUNITY TO PROVIDE AID TO DEVELOPING COUNTRIES. HE 
CONSIDERED RISE IN OIL PRICES JUSTIFIED AND NOTED THAT 
WHILE DEVELOPED COUNTRIES COMPLAIN OF THE COST OF OIL. 

PRICES OF ESSENTIAL COMMODITIES SUCH AS WHEAT, RICE, 

CEMENT AND SUGAR ALSO INCREASED ENORMOUSLY. HE DECRIED 
USE OF NEWLY ACQUIRED WEALTH OF OIL PRODUCING COUNTRIES 
IN ARMS DEALS AND URGED THAT INSTEAD THESE FUNDS BE 
CHANNELED TO ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT AND ASSISTANCE. PDRY, 

HE SAID, HAS DEVELOPED ECONOMICALLY FROM SERVICER OF 
COLONIAL NEEDS TO BALANCED ECONOMY GEARED TOWARDS 
AGRICULTURAL PRODUCTION AND EXPLOITATION OF SEA AND OTHER 
RESOURCES. 

ITALY MINISTER OF BUDGET AND ECONOMIC PLANNING, GIOLITTI. 

MADE AN INTELLIGENT AND CONSTUCTIVE SPEECH. HE SAID THAT 
WE ARE, IN FACT, FACING AN HISTORIC CRISIS IN THE INTERNATIONAL

INDUSTRIALIZED COUNTRIES AND THOSE COUNTRIES HAVING 
SUBSTANTIAL FINANCIAL SURPLUSES; 2) MOBILIZATION OF FINANCIAL 
RESOURCES THROUGH INTEREST SUBSIDY AND INVESTMENT INSURANCE; 
AND 3) WORLD-WIDE SURVEY OF AVAILABLE RESOURCES 
(EVIDENTLY FINANCIAL AND TECHNOLOGICAL AS WELL AS 
NATURAL) AND PLANNING FOR THEIR USE. (USUN 1359) 
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DENMARK -FONMIN GULDBERG GAVE DEVELOPED COUNTRY'S VIEW 
OF WORLD. STRESSING GRADUALISM IN SOLVING DIFFICULT WORLD 
PROBLEMS. HE SAID PRICE INCREASES CONSTITUTE DANGER TO 
INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT. ECONOMIC GROWTH IN 
INDUSTRIALIZED COUNTRIES IS PREREQUISITE FOR INCREASE 
IN NECESSARY EXPORT EARNINGS OF LDCS. SERIOUS INTERNATIONAL 
ECONOMIC CRISIS COULD PRESENT THREAT TO EXERCISE OF NATIONAL 
SOVEREIGNTY BY SMALLER NATIONS, INCLUDING DENMARK,

POTENTIAL. IN LATTER REGARD, GULDBERG SAID DENMARK REACHED 
APPROXIMATELY 0.5 PERCENT OF GNP IN ITS 1973 OFFICIAL 
DEVELOPMENT ASSISTANCE AND AIMS TO ACHIEVE 0.7 PER CENT 
TARGET BY END OF DECADE, THOUGH ADAPTATION TO CURRENT 
SITUATION MAY FORCE TEMPORARY CUTBACK. (REPEATED INFO

LEBANON - FONMIN NAFFAH SUMMED UP HIS RECOMMENDATIONS IN FIVE-

NOT CAUSE OF CRISIS BUT CONSEQUENCE OF INTERNATIONAL MONETARY 
INFLATION AND RISE IN PRICES OF OTHER RAW MATEIALS AND MANUFACTURED 
GOODS. HE CALLED FOR: A) UNGA TO PRESCRIBE IMMEDIETE ASSISTANCE 
TO HARDEST HIT LDC'S; B) INDEXING OF RAW MATERIALS AND MANUFAC- 
TURED GOODS PRICES, AND TRANSFER OF ADVANCED TECHNOLOGY TO 
COUNTRIES WHICH ARE ALREADY LAUNCHED ON DEVELOPMENT ROAD BUT POSSESS 
INSUFFICIENT NATURAL RESOURCES; C) CONSERVATION OF NATURAL 
RESOURCES, AND REFORM OF INTERNATIONAL MONETARY SYSTEM, TO MEET

ERATIVE TO PRODUCERS AND EQUITABLE TO CONSUMERS. INTERNATIONAL 
COMMODITY AGREEMENTS WILL OFTEN BE HELPFUL, WITH MORE TRANSPAR- 
ENCY IN NATIONAL STOCK POLICIES AND A SYSTEM OF EARLY EXCHANGE OF 
INFORMATION (SWEDEN HERE AGREES WITH FRENCH FONMIN JOBERT). 

SWEDEN SYMPATHETIC TO COOPERATION BETWEEN PRODUCER COUNTRIES BUT 
THEY SHOULD KEEP IN MIND LEGITIMATE INTERESTS OF OTHERS. SWEDEN WILL

ISRAEL - PERM REP TEKOAH DELIVERED EXTREMELY MILD. UNOBJECTION- 
ABLE ANALYSIS OF SITUATION IN WHICH ENERGY CRISIS WAS CLEARLY SUB- 
ORDINATED TO LONGER-TERM PROBLEM OF LDC DEVELOPMENT. ISRAEL SUP-

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WITHOUT ADDRESSING QUESTION OF COMPENSATION FOR
